Workshop Director Tells SAF 


“Let's first stop and take a look at ourselves.’”’ 


That was the 


suggestion of Miss Ruth Mary Fox as she talked at the opening 
session of the fifth annual SLC leadership workshop held Satur- 


day, Nov. 10. 

Miss Fox spoke to Clarke 
SAF members from broad ex- 
perience as a counselor and Eng- 
lish instructor at Wisconsin 
State college, Milwaukee. 

In approaching the subject of posi- 
tive attitudes in intellectual, social and 
spiritual lives, Miss Fox indicated 
that students must first develop posi- 
tive attitudes in themselves before 
they can expect to transmit them to 
others. “Then the techniques will 
come,” she said. “Fire makes way for 
itself.” 

Leadership Qualities 
Miss Fox enumerated the qualities 


a leader must have: self-discipline, 
courage, poise, the sincerity that 
comes from practicing what one 


preaches, the ability to find friends in 
any group. 

Recognizing that Clarke considers 
the academic side of college most im- 
portant, Miss Fox warned the group 
to curtail outside activities that con- 
flict with the primary purpose of col- 
lege—education. 

Place for Social Life 

Such activities, however, she pointed 
out, do not include those extra-curric- 
ulars which are curricular in nature. 
The orchestra, the schola, the Courier, 
the Labarum, and the productions of 
the CCP were some of the activities 


Miss Fox placed in this category. She 
admitted, too, that there is a place in 
college life for purely social activities. 

Clarke is not unique in‘ its attempt 
to solve the calendar problem, accord- 
ing to Miss Fox. Culling and com- 
bining activities is something that 
every college faces, she said. 

Plan to Ease Calendar 

Suggestions for easing the calendar 
resulted from the Workshop. These 
ideas are on the agenda for further 
discussion in the SAF. 

Stressing the need for well-educated 
Catholic women in the world, Miss 
Fox outlined a three-fold goal for 
Clarke students: intellectually, to aim 
to be scholars; socially, to develop the 
virtues of etiquette and courtesy, qual- 
ities essentially of the mind and of 
the heart; spiritually, to strive to be-

While Producing 


Hit Operettas

The feudin’ fightin’ team of Gilbert and Sullivan could get 
together on one thing—producing hit operettas, such as The Pt- 
rates of Penzance which will appear on the Clarke stage this week- 


end. 


In the 21 years Arthur Seymour Sullivan wrote music for Wil- 


liam Schwenk Gilbert’s libretti, 
a total of 13 operas, the two 
never called each other by their 
first names. Yet neither is re- 


membered for his individual work, 
only that of the team. 

Although Sullivan died thinking he 
was a complete failure, Gilbert lived

thing permanent. Never in the his- 
tory of the theaters of the world has 
there been anything to match the con- 
tinued popularity of Gilbert and Sul- 
livan operas. 

Why So Popular? 

No one has been able to agree on 
the reason for their phenomenal pop- 
ularity. There are some who say it is 
the unique quality of Sullivan’s music 
which keeps it fresh, while others 
credit Gilbert’s words, saying that the 
lyrics have an imperishable quality. 

The Pirates of Penzance, one of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s early operas, is 
based on two ideas—that a man may 
be so completely devoted to his sense 
of duty that he obeys it at any cost, 
and, that the twenty-first birthday of a 
person born on the 29th of February 
doesn’t occur until he’s 84 years old. 

Plays First in America 

In one respect, Pirates is unusual. 
Ic is the only one of the operas which 
was originally produced in New York. 
The team was in America for the 
tour of Pinafore. When the latter be- 
gan to lose its popularity they wrote 
Pirates which appeared in New York 
a year before it opened in London. 

Although many of the references in 
Gilbert’s lyrics are topical and all but 
lost to the general public today, they 
still hold a universal appeal on “in- 
formation, vegetable, animal and min- 
eral,” as can be seen by the audiences 
which have kept the D’Oyly Carte 
Opera company in demand all these 
years.

Eric Gill’s Works 
Form Major Parts 
Of Book Display 


Limited editions of books written or 
illustrated by Eric Gill, English author 
and artist, formed the nucleus of a 
collection of 60 books which were on 
display last week in the library as a 
special feature of book week. Accord- 
ing to Sister Mary Robert Hugh, 
BVM, Clarke librarian, the collection 
is probably the largest and most val- 
uable group of Gill books in the 
world. 

Owner of the books is Miss Ruth 
Lambert, head of the book depart- 
ment at Roshek’s. The collection rep- 
resents 23 years of work, for it was in 
1928 that Miss Lambert was convinc- 
ed by a book collector to concentrate 
on Gill’s works rather than to buy 
miscellaneous rare books. 


Perhaps one of the most valuable 
books in the collection is Wood En- 
gravings written and illustrated by 
Gill. The book is the 27th of 50 
copies issued in a limited edition in 
Sussex in 1922.
